In addition to three days of lengthy discussions on new ideas and trends in broadcasting, the 
convention featured talks by Commissioner Robert E. Lee of the U.S. Federal Communications Com¬ 
mission; Lewis Birchfield of the Radio Advertising Bureau, and several prominent representatives of 
the advertising and public relations fields in the Washington area. 

The Idea Bank is,as its name implies,a systematic method of exchanging ideas on all phases, 
of broadcasting (management, sales, programming, promotion, and engineering) between non-competi¬ 
tive stations. The group is now active in 38 States of the United States of America, 6 Canadian Prov¬ 
inces, Ecuador, and every State in Australia but one. 

There is no cost for membership other than the actual cost of preparing and mailing a monthly 
report to 99 other member stations. Attendance at the annual convention is optional and each delegate 
pays his own expenses.
